ItlTIN' CACSED BY AN EXPLOSION". . 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—A terrific explosion, 


witli bori-iblo results followinE it, startled 
the people living within a mile of Fulton 
and Halstod streets, where David Oliver's 
oatmeal millexplodcd early this mornine. 
burying 
tho 
workmen 
nnd 
blowmp 


down several buildings adjoininp. It \vas 
just, about 2 o'clock 
when people liv- 


ing In the vicinity wero startlod by tbo 
explosion, and almost at tho same instant 
timbers, briclts and build ing materials of 
every description camo crashing tnrouKu 
tho windows and roofs. Tho mill is lo- 
cated on Halstod street—Nos. 00 to 76— 
near the northwest corner of Fulton, 
and in it last night wero employed four 
men. One of these Is known to have 
escaped, and the other three wore proba- 
bly buried in tho ruins. 
They were: 


Ernst Cooper, John Scheldt and Charles 
Hiller. The only mill-hand known to have 
escnpod interment in tho ruins is John 
Holinos, who was blown out of a window. 
Ho was seriously injured, and wua re- 
moved to tho county hospital. 


On tho northwest cornor of Fulton and 


Halstcd streets stood a two-story basoj 
moot and frame building occupied by 
Charles Murphy as a saloon and residence. 
Koxt north on Halstod stood tho two-story 
fi-anio wngoti-shop and warehouse of Jacob 
Press. Tlio next Cvo lots were occupied by 
tho Oliver mill, n. three-story and high 
basement brick building facing tho street 
and raised to four stories in tho rear. 


Ou Fulton street next to Murphy's sa- 


loon stood a largo building owned by 
Press, the wagon manufacturer. All those 
buildings wero totally demolished, and the 
people in the corner saloon building, tho 
only building with tho exception of the 
mill occupied by human beings, had an 
exceedingly narrow escape from doath. 


What caused tho explosion could not bo 


ascertained. Several people who claimed 
to have bocn familiar with tho interior of 
tho mill thought it was a boiler explosion, 
but Marshal Murshy was positive that it 
was an explosion oi oatmeal dust and that 
no boiler could cause an explosion so ter- 
rilic as to cover tho neighboring streets 
several feet with debris. 


Tbo upheaval following tho explosion 


threw tho interior and walls of tho mill to 
tho south and west. An iinmonse portion 
of this mass of brick and beam fell on top 
of tho wncon warehouse and saloon to tho 
south. Those buildings wero crushed liko 
shells. 
How tho Murphy people escaped without 


harm la remark-able. There woro in tho 
building asleep Charles Murphy, tho pro- 
prietor of tho saloon, his father, George, 
his brother James, his rnotaor and three 
children—Lizzie, Joo and George—10, S nnd 
0 respectively.. They had 
hardly boon 


awakened by the report of tho explosion 
when there camo a crash that almost 
turned tho building over on its side. Tho 
family wlio occupied the upper floor wore 
thrown 
violently against 
tho wall as 


brick aud timber came crashing through 
the roof, crushing it in and throwing 
the building over so that it slanted at 
an angle ot forty-livo degroes. Tho ea- 
tiro roof immediately took flro and thon 
commenced a fearful struggle on tho part 
of tlio family to escape from tho wreck.

Aa she saw 
her son and grandchild she fainted^ and 
Mr. Murphy had to carry both hia mother 
and son down-stairs nnd, after .consider- 
able difficulty, made 'tis way to tho street, 
1'ho rest of tho family escaped with a few 
bruise* in a similar munncr. 


John Holmes, tho man who was blown 


out of the window, was found about sixty 
foot away from tho mill Ho was lyinf? on 
a pile of bricks with his face terribly 
manglod and his body a sickening mass of 
barns and bruises. Ho was taken to tho 
county hospital. 


Adjoining the mill at tho west was a 


two-story fran-.o building occupied by N. 
P. Lawson. Tho ground lloor was used an 
a restaurant, whiles ou tho floor above 
lived tho restaurant-keeper, his wife and 
buby, tho'cook and tho waiter. Tho ox- 
plosion throw all these people out of bed, 
atunning 
thorn 
for 
several seconds.

escape they went 


to tho back stairway, but it had been 
blown down aud they woro obliged to stay 
in tho second story ot tho building until 
tho (ireaion took them out on ladders. Tho 
restaurant was wrecked. A largo hole 
wus blown iu the roof, every window in 
tho building was shattered, the cbimnoy 
was toppled over, doors forced from their 
hinges and t'.ie plastering shaken to dusk 


George harbor, tho day engineer, said 


that wlion ho left the building at evening 
tho engines and boilers woro in proper con- 
dition, and ho Jid not thin It that tno wreck 
was caused by a boiler explosion. 


Chief Bwonie, who lives on Piorco stroot

Tho Journey to Our Friends 


in Heaven. 


"Our Deputed Still Living" wns tha 


subject of Dr. Tulmupc's rcoont aormOQ, 
liis text boiuK i'rom the iwunt-y-soventh 
nr.ij twentj-cightb verses of the forty-fifth 
chupttsr of Genesis: "And when ho saw 
the wagons which Joseph, had sunt to 
carry him, tho spirit ol Jacob, their fa'.her, 
revived, and Israel said; 'It is onouRh; 
Joseph, my sou, Is yot alivo.1 " Dr. Tal- 
OTupro paid: 


Tho Esyptluti onp'.tal was tho focus ol 


tho world's woalth. 
In ships aud barces 


thcro had boon brou^hr, to it from India 
frankiuconso, and cinnamon, and ivory. 
aud dL.mouds; from tho north, marble and 
iron; from Syria, purplo and allk; from 
Greece, sotno ol tlic JlncnL horses of tho 
world and sorao of tho most brilliant char- 
iots, arid from all tho earth that which 
could beat plenso tho eyo, and charm tho 
cm-, and gratify tho taste. 
Thoro wore 


touiplos aflamo with rod sandstone, en- 
tered by gateways that wore guarded by 
pillars bewildering with hioroglyphics, 
nnd wound with 
bruzen serpents and 


adorned with winded creatures, their oyes 
and boaks und piuioas frlittorinf; with pre- 
uiousstoaes. Thcro were marblo columns 
blooming into whito llowor-buds; there 
wore stono pillars, at the top burstinc lato 
tho shapo of a lotus whon In full bloom. 
Along tho avenues, lined with sphinx and 
fano and obelisk, thcro wore Princes who 
came in gorgeously 
upholstered palan- 


quin, carried by servants in scarlet or 
olseu-hcre drawn by vehicles, tho snow- 
white 
horse-i, 
goldea-bittcJ 
and 
six 


abreast, dashing at full run. There wore 
fountains 
from 
stone-wreathed 
yasos 


climbing tho luduors of ths light. You 
would hear a holt shove nnd a door of 
brass would opeu liko a flash of tho r-un. 
The sin-rounding fardons wore saturated 
with odors that mounted tho terrace and 
dipnod froru the urbors and burned thoir 
inconso in tho Kgypttnti noon. On floors o* 
mosaic tho glories of Pharaoh were spelled 
out in letter, of porphyri and borjl and 
ilame. 
There wore ornanionts twistod 


from tho wood of the tamarisk, embossed 
with silver breaking into foam. There 
were lootstooU mado out of a singlo 
precious stone. There were bods fash- 
ioned out of a crouched lion in brono. 
Thuroworo chairs spotted with the sleek 
hide of leopard's. There wore sofas tooted 
with the claws of wild boasts and armed 
with tho beaks of birds. As you stand on 
tho level beach of the sea on a summer 
day nnd look either way and there aro 
miles ol! breakers, whito with tho ocean 
foam, dashing shoreward, BO it seemed as if 
tho sea of tho world's pomp and wealth in 
tho Egyptian capital for milos and miles 
fluug itself up into white breakers of 
marble tomp'.o, mausoleum and obelisk. 


Tbis was tho place wliero Joseph, tho 


shepherd boy, was called to stand noxt to 
Pharaoh in honor. What a contrast b»- 
twooa this sceno and his humblo starting, 
and tho pit into which his brothers throw 
him I Yet he was not forgetful of bis 
early homo; ho was not ashamed of whoro 
ho camo from. Tho bishop of Jlontz, de- 
scended from a wheelwright, covered his 
houso with spokos and 
hammers and 


wheels, aud the King of Sicily, in honor of 
his father, who was a potter, re fused to drink 
out of any thing but an earthen vessel 
So Joseph was not ashamed of his early 
surroundings or of his old-time father or 
of his brothers. When they camo up from 
tho faminu-striokoti land to get corn from 
tho King's corn-crib, Joseph, instead of 
chiding them for the way thoy had mal- 
treatod and abused him. sent them back 
with wagons, which Pharaoh furnished, 
laden with coru; and old Jacob, thofather, 
in tho very sarao wagons, was brought 
bat1!: that Joseph, the son, might soo him 
and K"lvo him a cumfortablo homo nil tbo 
rost of his days. 
Well, 1 hoar Uio waRon*. tho KinB'» waK- 


ons, rumbling down in front of tho palace. 
On the outside of the palace, to soo the 
wagons go off, stands Pharaoh in royal 
robos, and boside him Primo Minister Jo- 
seph, with a chain of gold around his ceck, 
and on his h.-ind a ring given by Pharaoh 
to "dim, so that any time ho wanted to 
stamp tho royal seal upon a document he 
could do so. Wagon af ter'wagon rolls on 
down Ir-Din the palace laden with corn and 
anoat and changes of raiment and every 
thing that could help a famine-struck peo- 
ple. One day I soo uged Jacob soatod iu 
front of his house. He is possibly think- 
ing of his absent boys (sons, however old* 
they get,1 are never to a father any moro 
than boys); aud while he is seated there 
ho sees dust arising, and ho hoars wagons 
runibling, and he wonders what is coming 
nort', lor tho whole land had boon smitten 
with tho famine aud was in siiocco. 
But 


after awhile tho wagons have come near 
enough, and he sees his sons on tho wag- 


ons, 
nnu before they come quite up thoy 


shout: "Joseph is yot alive!" Tho old 
mtin faints dead away. 1 do not wondor at 
it. Tho boys tell the story how that tho 
boy, 
thclon:,'-absent Joseph, has got to T>o 


the first man in tho Egyptian palace. 
While thoy unload tho wagons the wan, 
wasted 
creatures in tho neighborhood 


come up und ask for u handful ofcorn, and 
they a-o s:it;stlod. 


One day tho wagons aro brought UP, for 


Jacob., tj\e old father, is about to go to seo 
Josopll in tho Kg.vptian palau't). You know 
it is not a vory easy thing to transplant an 
old tree, und ,7acoh has hard work to got 
away from the ph.CO where he has lived so 
long. Ho bids go<;d-byu to ;ho old p'.acc nnd 
leaves his blo-ising with the neighbors, and 
then his sons steady him while ho, deter- 
mined to holp himself, gets into the wagon, 
stifT, old and decrepit. Yonder they go, 
Jarob and his sons, and their wives 
and thoir children—eighty-two in all- 
followed by herds and 
Mocks, which 


tuo herdsmen drive elong, 
They are 


go'ng cut 
from, famine to luxuriance; 


they aro going from a piaiu oanatry homo 
to tho finest palaco undor tho sun. Joseph, 
tho Prime Minister, goti in his chariot and 
drives down to moot tho old man. Joseph's 
charioteer holds up the horses on tho ono 
aide—the dust-covered wagons of the emi- 
grants stop on tha othor. Joseph, instond 
or waiting for his father to come, lea?s 
out of the chariot and jumps Into tho emi- 
grant's wagon, throws his arm around 
tile old man and weeps aloud for past mem- 
ories and present joy. The father. Jacob, 
can hardly think it is his boy. Why, tho 
smooth brow of childhood has beoomo a 
wrinkled brow, wrinkled with tho cares of 
state, and tho garb of tho shepherd-boy has 
become a roho royally bedizened! But as tho 
old man .finds out it is actually Joseph, I 
seo tho thin hp quiver against the tooth- 
less gum as he cries out; 
''Now lot mo 


die, since I havo soon thy face; behold, 
Joseph is yet alive 1" Tho wagons roll up 
ia front of the pilacc. Help out tho grand- 
chilnron, and take them in out of tho hot 
Egyptian sun. Help old Jacob out of tho 
wagon. Sena word to Pharuoh that tho 
shepho-rJ has come. In tho royal apart- 
ment Pharaoh and Jacob meet—dignity 
and rust city—the gracefulness of 
tho 


court and the plain manners f'f tho field. 
The King, wanting to make the old coun- 
tryman at ease, and soelng how whita nis 
beard is, and how fooblo his step, locks 
familiarly into his laco, and. says to ilia 
aged man: " How old art tuou)" G-ivo Ihe 
old m.an a 3.0S.C. Unload the wagons; drive 
out'the cattle toward tbo pastures of 
Goshcn. Lcl, tho slaves in searlet knflel 
and wash the feet of tbo newly-arrived, 
wiping them on the flnost linon of the pal- 
ace. From vasufl of perfume let the newly- 
arrived be tpriuklod and refreshed; le< 
minstrels como in with.sand.alsQf crimson,, 
and thruu} the har.ps, unC; clap tUo cyn> 
oals, and jinglo tho tambourines, while wo. 
ait down at this, groat distance of time and 
apaco, and loarn Vao lesson of tho Klng'9 
wagons, 


ily friends, wo aro in a world by sin 


famine-struck; but the King is In con- 
stant communication with us, His wagons 
comlnp; and going perpetually; and in the 
rest of my discourse I will show you what 
tho wagons bring and what they take 
back. In the first place, like those that 
came from tho .Egyptian palaco, the King's 
wagons now bring us corn and meat and 
many changes of raiment. TVo are ap^q 
think of the fields and the, OTOhar'da aa

Tor tbo" linen, and the wheat for tho Droaa, 
and tho wool or. tho snoop's back) Oh, I 
wish 
wo could 
seo 
through 
every 


.grain field, by every sheep fold, under 
the trees of every orchard, the King's wag. 
on». They drive 'jp three times a day— 
morning, "noon and night. 
They bring 


lurs from the arctic, they bring fruits 
from the'tropic, they bring bread from 
the temperaw zone. Tha King looks out 
andEasaya: "Thore are 1,200,000,000 peo- 
ple to be fed and clothed. So many pounds 
ot meat, ao many barrels of flour, so maay 
yards ot cloth and :lnan and flancel, so 
oiany hats, 
BO many socks, so many 


shoos;" enough for oil, aava that we who 
are greedy get more shoes than belong to 
us, aud others so barefooted. None but a 
God could ciothc and feed tho world. 
None but a Kinj'i corn-crib could ap- 
poasotha world's famine. None but a King 
could tell how many wagons to send, and 
liou* heavily to load them, and when they 
are to start. Thoy are coming over the 
frozen ground to-day. Do you not hoar 
their rumbling! Thoy will stop at noon 
at your table. Oh, If for a Httlo while 
thoy should coaso, hunger would como Into 
tbo nations, as to UUciwhon Hamilcar be- 
elogod It, and as In Jerusalem whon Vespa- 
sian surrounded it; and tho nations would 
bo hollow-eyod and fall upon each other 
In universal cannibalism, aud skeleton 
would drop upon 
skeleton, 
and there 


would bo uo ono to bury tho dead, and the 
oarth would be a Hold of bleachod skele- 
tons; aud the birds of proy would 1'nll 
dead, flock after flock, without 
any 


carcasses to devour; and tho earth, in 
Bilenco would wheel around, one groat 
blaclc hearse! All life stopped because tho 
King's wagons aro stopped. Oh, thanlc 
God for broad—for broad I 


I remark again that like those that ca-ine 


from tho Egyptian palaces, tho King's 
wagons bring us good r.ow.«. Jacob, had 
cot heard from his boy for a great many 
years. He never thought of him but with 
a heartache. There was in Jacob's heart 
a room where lay the corps-i of his uu- 
burlod Joseph; and, whon tho wngong 
camo, tho King's wagons, and told him 
that Joseph was yet alivo lie faints dead 
away. Ooodnewsfor Jacob! Good news for 
usl 
Tho King's wagons come down and 


toll us thut our Joseph-Jesus is yetnlivc; 
that Ho has forgiven us because wo threw 
Him into the pit of suffering and the dun- 
goon of nhatno. Ho has risen from tlicnco 
to stand In a palace. Tho JJettilchom shop- 
herds were awakened at midnight by trio 
rattliug of tho wagons taat brought the 
tidings. Our Jpsoph-Josusscndsus a mes- 
sage of pardon, of life, of Heaven; corn 
for our hungor, raiment for our nakodnesi. 
Joseph-Jesus is -italivel 


3 go to hunt up Jesus. I go to the village 


of Bethany and say; "Where doo^ Mary 
live'/" They say: ''Yonder Mary lives." 
I go in, I see whoro she sat in thositting- 
roora. 1 go out whoro ilartha worked in 
the kitchen, but 1 Und no Jesus. 
I go to 


Pilate's court-room, and 1 llnd the judges, 
and tho police, nnd tho prisoner's box, but, 
noJosus. I go into, tho Arimathean cem- 
etery; but the door is gone, nnd tho shroud 
Is gone, and Jesus Is gono. By faith I look 
up to tho King's palaco; and behold I havo 
found Him. 
Joseph-Jesus is still alive I 


Glorious religion, a religion mado not out 
of doath's head:, nnd cross-bonos, nnd un- 
dortakor'3 screw-drivor, but one bounding 
with life, and sympathy, anil gladness. 
Joseph is vet allvo! 


" I know that my Keciootnor lives, 


\Vnat comfort this aivoct sentence gives; 
Ho lives, Ho livoa. who onco ivus (lead, 
Ho lives, my over-llvinu head. 


" Do lives to print mo dally trontb, 


Ho llvoa, and I shall conquer death, 
i 
lie lives my mansion to prepare, 
He Itvos to bring mo safely ihero. 


" no lives, all glory to Ills name; 


He lives, my Josus still 
-.>if! same. 


'Ot, the .sweet Joy this Bentonco filves, 
I know that my Redeemer lives." 


Tho King's wagons will after awhile un- 


load, and they will turn around and thoy 
will go back to tho palace, and 1 really 
think that you and I will go with thoai. 
Tho King will not leave us in this fnminc- 
strack world. Tbo King has ordered tbat 
we be lifted into tuo wagons and that wo 
go over into Goshen where thero shall bo 
pasturage for our largest Cock of joy, and 
then wo will drive up to tho palaco where 
thoro nro fflorlOM ttttlrtltlnff Uf» which will 
molt all the snow of Egyptian marblo into 
forflcottutucuft. 


I think thai, the King's wagons will tako 


us up to see our lost friends. Jacob's chief 
anticipation was not seeing the ^x'ilo, nor 
of seeing tho long colonnades of architect- 
ural beauty, nor of seeing the throne-room, 
Thoro was a focus to all his journcyings, 
to all his anticipations, and that was Jo- 
seph. "Well, my friends, I do not think 
Heavon would bo worth much if our broth- 
er Jesus was not in it. If there wore two 
Heavone—tho ono with all tho pomp and 
paraphernalia of an eternal mocarch, but 
no Christ, nnd tho otbor wore a plain 
Heavon, humbly thatched, with a few 
daisies In tho yard, and Christ was thero 
I would say; "Lot tho K ng's wagons tako 
mo up to tho old farm-house." 


Jf Josus were not in Hanven there would 


bo no music there; thero would bo but few 
people there; they would bo oft looking for 
tho lost Christ, crying through tho uni- 
verse: 
"Where 
is 
Jcsusi 
Where is 


Jesus)" And after they hud found Him,. 
with loving violence they would tako Him 
and boar Him through the gates, and it 
would 
bo tha groatcst day known in 


Hoavon within tho memory of tho oldest 
Inhabitant. Jesus never went ofl* from 
Eeavon but once, and He waj so badly 
treated on that excursion thoy will never 
let Him go again. 


Oh, tho 
joy of mooting our brother, 


Josoph-Josu-tl After we havo talked about 
Elm for ten. or fifty, or seventy years, to 
talk with Hial, and to clasp hands w'tb 
the hero of tiio ago-*, not crouching a^ un- 
derlings In His presence, but a* Jucobaud 
Joseph, hug onc'i other. Wo will want 
somo now term by which to address Him. 
On oarth we ca'.'. Him Saviour, or Redeem- 
er, or Friend; but when wo throw our arms 
arouurl Him in tbo everlasting embrace 
wo will wunt somo new name of ondoar- 
mcuu I c:in think of what wo shall do 
through tha long agqn of eternity; bu'. 
what wo shall do tho first miniito I can 
not guess, 
In tuo ilrst Dash of His countc- 


nanco, itvthe first rush of our emotions, 
what wo shall do I can not imagine. Ob, 
tho overwhelming g'-ory of tho first sixty 
seconds in Hoavon I Mothinks wo will just 
stand and look, and look, and look. 


Tho King's wagons took Jacob up to seo 


his lost boy, and so I really think that the 
King's wagons will tako us up to seo our 
lost kindred. How long la it since Joseph 
went out of your household] How many 
years Is It now last Christmas, or tho 14th 
of next montti! It was a dark night when 
ho died, and a stormy day it was at tho 
funeral, and the clouds wept with you, 
and tho winds sighed for the dead. Tho 
boll ot Greenwood's gaten rang only a 
few moments, but your heart has been 
tolling, tolling ever since. You have boon 
under a delusion, like Jacob of old. Y-ou 
havo thought that Joseph was dead. 
You put his name Urst in tho birth 
record 
of ' tho 
family 
Bible, 
and 


then you put it in tbo death record of the 
family Bible, and you havo been deceived. 
J oseph is yot alive. He is more alivo than 
you arc. Of all the 1,600,030,000 of children 
that statisticians say havo gone into the 
future world, there U not one of thorn 
dead, and tho King's wagons will take you 
up to soo'them. You often think how glad 
you will be to aeo them. Havo you never 
thought, my brother, my sistor, how §lad 
they will be to sea you! Jacob was no 
more glad to see Joseph than Joseph was to 
see Jacob. Every time the door iu Heaven 
opens they look to see if it is you coming 
in. Joseph, once standing in the palace, 
burst out crying when, he thought of 
Jacob afar off. And tho heaven of your 
little ones will not bo fairly begun until 
you get there. All tho kindnesses shown 
them by immortals will not rnako them 
forgot you.. Thepa thoy aro, tho radiant 
throngs that wentout from your homes. 1 
throw a kiss to tho sweet darlings. 
They 


aro all well now in tho palaco. 
Tbe crip- 


pled child has a sound foot now. A little 
lamo child says: 
"Ma, will 1 bo lome in 


Heaven)" "No, my darling, you won't be 
lamo in Heaven." A littlesick child say.,: 
"Ma, will I be sick in Heaven?" "So, my 
dear, you won't bo sick in Heaven." A 
little blind child says: "Ma, will I be 
blind In Heaven?" 
".No, my dear, you 


•won't boblind in Hoavon," They are all 
well thero. 


In my boyhood lor some tim.0 wa livod 


threo miles from qhu;-c,Ui and on stormy 
days tho children "stayed at florae, -but 
Iathbr and mother always went to church; 
that was a hntit thwy had. On those 
'stormr Sabbaths when wo.stoyod at horn: 


tho 'aliso'ncc "of our parents Boomed very 
much protracted, for the roads, woro very 
bad and thoy 
could not get on very 


fast. 
So We would go to the window at
